Election Effect on 
Local School System 

Of 4789 currently registered 
voters in Sierra Madre, 309 went 
to the City school voting place 
Friday, Dec. 18, to ballot in the 
Pasadena School District elec¬ 
tion on two propositions, the 
separate withdrawals of Tem¬ 
ple City and La Canada from 
the Pasadena High School dis¬ 
trict. 

With the majority of voters 
in the remainder of the district, 
Sierra Madre, Pasadena and Al- 
tadena, giving both plans their 
approval, the decisions were 
made by the vote in the affect¬ 
ed areas and resulted in La 
Canada remaining in the dis¬ 
trict and Temple City voting 
overwhelmingly to withdraw 
from the district and to unify 
its own schools system. 

Breakdown of the vote in Si¬ 
erra Madre is: Temple City 
proposition, 278 yes; 31 no, and 
La Canada, 276 yes votes and 
33 noes. 

The change in the school sys¬ 
tem set-up presents a complex¬ 
ity of problems for all the dis¬ 
tricts and, according to Pasa¬ 
dena School Board members 
and administrators, it will 
probably result in abandon¬ 
ment of the 6-4-4 plan of or¬ 
ganization and conversion to 
the 6-3-3-2. 

Local school administrators 
and board members are study¬ 
ing the effect of the withdrawal 
on the remainder of the dis¬ 
trict, particularly Sierra Madre. 
The school board of trustees, 
of which Dr. Milton Valois is 
president, will meet next month 
with the Education Research 
committee, Severin Sorensen, 
chairman, to evaluate the re¬ 
sults of the election and the 
course of action indicated.

With location of a proposed 
municipal swimming pool still 
not established, the City coun¬ 
cil Tuesday night authorized 
the Los Angeles legal firm of 
O’Melveny and Meyers to start 
proceedings immediately for a 
special election to approve is¬ 
suance of bonds for financing 
such a pool. It is anticipated 
that, allowing for red-tape and 
public hearings, the election 
will be held in late February, 
the pool site possibly to be an¬ 
nounced prior to that time. 

In a surprise action Tuesday 
night, the City council also 
voted to instruct the Chief of 
Police to deny special permits 
after Jan. 1, 1954, for the string¬ 
ing of TV wires across city 
streets. 

Roberts Makes Motion 

Councilman Harold F. Rob¬ 
erts said: “It would seem to 
me that the city should take 
steps to decrease its responsi¬ 
bility by limiting these instal¬ 
lations pending the report soon 
to be received from Robert W. 
Davis of Arcadia on specifica¬ 
tions and provisions for fran¬ 
chising a city-wide master TV 
antenna system.” 

He then made the following 
motion which was approved: 
“I move that no further appli¬ 
cations for extension of TV 
wires dependent on crossing 
over public streets shall be ac¬ 
cepted by the Chief of Police, 
effective Jan. 1, 1954, and until 
further notice.” 

Pool Report Made 
Roberts earlier had com¬ 
mented that if a franchise is 
granted for operation of a mas¬ 
ter TV antenna system to aid 
the city’s “dark” areas, reim¬ 
bursement might be expected 
by present operators of such a 
system and by their subscrib¬ 
ers. 

In his report to the council 
Charles H. James, chairman of 
the Parks and Recreation com¬ 
mittee, said four areas other 
than the waterlands had been 
considered as possible pool lo¬ 
cations, one just south of Bailey 
Canyon, a piece of P. E. prop¬ 
erty, the region of the Hall es¬ 
tate and the City park. 

All were deemed more im¬ 
practical than the City park 
which previously had been con¬ 
sidered too small and which 
also presented construction 
complications. 

Consider Smaller Plunge 
“However,” James said, “we 
might consider establishing in 
City park a small pool for the 
use of Sierra Madreans only, 
thereby designing the pool to 
fit the cloth, so to speak, and 
also modifying the nuisance 
which a pool might create."

A. Keller of San Marino.

Manzanita Avenue Litigation Ends 


The California Supreme court 
last week placed a period to 
litigation begun more than two 
years ago and involving Thor 
Christensen, Walter Brown, Guy 
Rossi and Raymond and Mary 
C. Martin, plaintiffs, and Col. 
and Mrs. Walter D. Thurber. 
All parties to the suit live on 
Manzanita Ave. between Park 
and Lima. 

The suit was instituted when 
the plaintiffs sought a court or¬ 
der for the destruction of the 
Colonial-type cottage built by 
the Thurbers on the southeast 
corner of Park and Manzanita, 
claiming that it was in viola¬ 
tion of the Sierra Madre build¬ 
ing code.

Cornyn Opinion Confirmed 

The foregoing also is judicial 
confirmation of the opinion of 
City Atty. T. Guy Cornyn who 
had advised all of the plain¬ 
tiffs, the Sierra Madre City 
council and the Planning com¬ 
mission, that the Thurber pro¬ 
cedure in the new residence 
was in due conformance to the 
Siedre Madre land use ordi¬ 
nances. 

The case evoked the interest 
of area realtors for, according 
to a Pasadena Real Estate Board 
member, It is uncommon for a 
citizen to be sued for being 
within his city's laws. 


Five times the defendants in 
the case were supported by the 
courts. In the Superior court 
where the suit began, Judge 
Joseph A. Sprankle found for 
the defendants, then permitted 
the case to be re-opened on 
the grounds that the new resi¬ 
dence was “an eyesore” and “a 
public nuisance.” On this occa¬ 
sion the court declared a non¬ 
suit, whereupon the plaintiffs 
appealed to the Appellate court. 

When the Appellate court 
justices, in an opinion Oct. 1, 
1953, sustained Judge Sprankle 
in his rulings, the plaintiffs 
asked for a rehearing which 
was refused.

dollars worth of publicity” so is Sierra Madre, for a lesser invest¬ 
ment. 

The float being planned is not a super-sensational one, 
utterly out of keeping with Sierra Madre. It’s a comparatively 
modest one considering what would have resulted from another 
offer the float chairman had. * It’s simply a matter of two parties 
sharing assets to attain a common goal. 

At such times as this it would seem that presentation of a 
united front would be a more becoming attitude to maintain 
than being disgruntled or critical.

comforting to the mind than 
imitation or overdecorated trees 
that I can’t help comparing our 
“main drag” with Hollywood 
Blvd. Thank Heaven, we have 
none of those stiff, stylized imi¬ 
tation trees here, and no Santa 
Claus parade with movie stars, 
and no Santa arriving by jet 
plane from Spaceland. Ours is 
a town in which one may en¬ 
joy Christmas for itself, with¬ 
out the aid of any phoney fad. 
We can gather our loved ones 
about us in quiet happiness— 
well, not entirely quiet, for all 
about is the sweetest music 
ever heard, the gleeful min¬ 
gling of children’s voices. We 
have a ra t h e r reverential 
Christmas—even I go to church 
on Christmas Day, and all of 
us more or less count our bless¬ 
ings and give thanks for them. 
Very few of us feel we have 
to get high, properly to cele¬ 
brate Christmas, and when our 
family parties break up it is 
comforting to feel that no one 
is leaving in such condition 
that his driving may result in 
a funeral. All in all, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre has always been a place to 
get away from it all, and I 
hope it stays that way. 

Maybe that atmosphere 
springs from the fact that it 
always has been a city of trees. 
When it was part of Rancho 
Santa Anita, Lucky Baldwin 
made his ranch hands plow 
around trees instead of cutting 
them down, which is why the 
Oaks area of Arcadia and the 
fringe of Sierra Madre is what 
it is, and why thousands of 
other trees still stand. Lucky 
was famed for his love of 
horses, trees—and ladies. He 
and his money and fits horses 
are long gone, but the trees he 
preserved are a blessing which 
should make us all look back 
to him with gratitude and with¬ 
out censoriousness. Maybe if 
we all had the money he had 
we might have had more of his 
shortcomings. 

As George Ade once said, 
some people are good because 
it costs too much to be other¬ 
wise. 


The Christmas trees our mer¬ 
chants have placed in front of 
their stores have greatly im¬ 
proved the appearance of our 
business area—not so much be¬ 
cause of the decorations as be¬ 
cause they are trees. Before 
any decorations were put on 
them they had greatly im¬ 
proved the downtown, and the 
decorations didn’t really add 
much, except when they were 
lighted at night. And most of 
us are such quiet home bodies 
we rarely go out at night. 

Notice the trees in front of 
the Medical Center—and then 
notice how bare the long tree¬ 
less stretch between that build¬ 
ing and Hermosa looks in com¬ 
parison. If that whole block 
was decorated by trees it would 
look so much better that it 
would pay the city or the prop¬ 
erty owners to plant them. And 
the same thing applies to any 
other block in which trees are 
possible. If ours was known as 
the City of Trees, which it really 
is except along some streets 
where we have lost them, it 
would make a lot of people like 
it even more.
